Projector Aids 
English Students

The old Chinese proverb, ‘“‘One 
picture is worth a_ thousand 
words,” is finding a practical ap- 
plication these days at Santa Ana 
College. 

Mr. Leonard Henard’s English 
composition classes are now using 
an opague projector, 
ables the students to see as well 
as hear the fruits of their labor. 

Regular size composition paper 
8% by 11 inches is magnified, on 
a 16mm. motion picture camera 
screen at a distance of ten feet 
away, to a size of approximately 
4 by 5 feet. Since the nontrans- 
lucentcy of the paper would pre- 
vent direct projection, this special 
opaque projector is used. It pro- 
jects the image of the writing 
which is reflected from the paper 
by means of mirrors. 


Both typing and writing can be 
cast by the projector in semi-dark- 
ness. The instructor by manipu- 
lating a little knob on the pro- 
jector can direct an arrow of light 
on any portion of the composition 
he wishes. 

Mr. Henard stated that, “The 
opaque projector has long been 
recognized as an aid to learning. 
The English teacher finds it es- 
pecially effective as a means of 
exposing the students work to the 
sometimes mercilous criticism of 
his fellows.”

$12,000 installation, which includes an eight inch refract-

A little known fact concerning 
the observatory is that Mr. Walter 
J. Ferris, a local resident, whose 
hobby is astronomy, has been as 
sisting students with the oper 
ation of the telescope since 1923, 
At present Mr. Ferris, who holds 
no official position with the as, 
tronomy class, is donating between 
fiev and six nights a month to the 
assistance of students from Santa 
Ana College, Long Beach City 
and Long Beach State College, 
who use the observatory on the 
average of two times monthly. 


When asked if the observatory 
would ever be moved to the pres- 
ent campus, Mr. Lloyd Tolman, 
SAC astronomy instructor, replied 
that possibly that telescope would 
be moved eventually but that even 
so slight a change in latitude would 
necessitate expensive changes in 
the mounting and would have to 
be done by an expert.
